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ON    THE    HILL 


"DEING  a  college  president  is  no 
^  easy  task,  as  we  are  reminded 
by  Dr.  Faunce's  long  trip  across  the 
continent.  The  modern  college  exec- 
utive cannot  sit  down  in  his  study 
and  absorb  himself  in  educational 
problems.  He  must  hurry  hither  and 
yon,  keeping  the  alumni  informed  of 
the  progress  of  the  institution,  talk 
on  all  sorts  of  themes  to  all  sorts  of 
audiences,  have  a  jealous  care  for  the 
development  of  the  college's  financial 
resources — and  in  addition  face  a 
new  host  of  social  and  ethical  per- 
plexities on  the  campus. 

It  is  fortunate  for  Brown  Univer- 
sity that  Dr.  Faunce  is  inured  to  long 
travel,  has  a  special  gift  for  public 
speech  and  an  equal  talent  for  the 
thankless  task  of  securing  new  equip- 
ment and  endowment.  The  twenty- 
two  years  of  his  administration  mark 
a  period  of  extraordinary  develop- 
ment in  the  history  of  Brown. 
*   *  * 

V\7' HAT  is  to  be  done  for  the  future 
of  physical  instruction  at 
Brown  ?  Dr.  Marvel  has  at  the  pres- 
ent time  123  classes  a  week  in  our 
outgrown  gymnasium.  It  was  built 
for  the  accommodation  of  250  stu- 
dents and  the  present  registration  is 
well  over  1200.  We  simply  have  not 
kept  abreast  of  the  times  in  our  pro- 
vision for  the  bodily  welfare  of  our 
students. 

We  must  have  a  new  gymnasium — 
the  sooner  the  better.  Where  shall 
it  be  placed?  One  plan  has  been  for 
the  utilization  of  the  new  playground 
on  Thayer  street,  but  that  is  several 


blocks  distant  from  the  campus. 
There  is  much  to  be  said  in  favor  of 
building,  when  we  do  build,  close  to 
the  centre  of  university  life. 

Brown  has  so  many  wants  that  it 
is  a  question  which  shall  be  supplied 
first.  But  a  gjnnnasium  of  modern 
type  and  facilities  cannot  be  long  de- 
layed. 


A  BASELESS  rumor  got  abroad  a 
^^^  few  weeks  ago  that  the  midwin- 
ter examinations  at  Brown  had  re- 
sulted in  the  disappearance  of  a  large 
number  of  undergraduates  from  col- 
lege. One  report  placed  the  total  at 
three  hundred.  The  fact  is  that  the 
casualties  are  no  greater  than  usual. 
Considering  the  unprecedented  num- 
ber of  students  registered,  it  is  dis- 
tinctly gratifying  to  know  that  only 
about  twenty  were  retired  at  the  close 
of  the  first  semester — of  whom  four 
were  sent  away  for  other  than  aca- 
demic deficiencies.  And  in  place  of 
these  twenty  some  thirty  new  stu- 
dents made  their  appearance.  The 
new  men  are  entered  chiefly  in  the 
Freshman  class,  but  there  are  addi- 
tions also  to  the  upper  classes,  these 
latter  coming  from  other  colleges. 


\\7 E  do  not  profess  to  be  expert  in 
the  new  psychological  tests  for 
students,  but  as  we  understand  them 
they  are  proving  of  value  in  reen- 
forcing  such  judgment  of  men  as  the 
college  authorities  are  able  to  reach 
from  the  old-fashioned  examinations. 
If   a    student  fails,  for  instance,  in 
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three  examinations  at  the  end  of  a 
semester,  and  his  psychological  tests 
are  equally  unflattering,  the  Powers 
That  Be  have  less  hesitation  than 
they  might  otherwise  have  in  making 
it  plain  to  the  unfortunate  young  man 
that  his  continued  connection  with 
the  college  would  be  unprofitable. 


T}  Y  general  consent  it  is  a  crowning 
^  literary  achievement  to  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  pages  of  that  somewhat 
austere  periodical  published  on  the 
shores  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  the  At- 
lantic Monthly.  Occasionally  we  see 
a  Brunonian  name  on  the  list  of  con- 
tributors, and  when  we  do  we  feel  a 
certain  vicarious  pride.  Professor 
Dallas  Lore  Sharp,  '95,  is  a  frequent 
contributor;  he  stands  easily  at  the 
head  of  American  nature  writers  to- 
day. Rev.  Charles  M.  Sheldon,  D.  D., 
author  of  "In  His  Steps,"  and  at 
present  the  editor  of  the  Christian 
Herald,  appears  from  time  to  time, 
his  most  recent  paper  being  a  record 
of  his  "Protestant  confessional."  The 
Boas  brothers,  Ralph  P.,  1908,  and 
George,  1913,  get  into  the  Atlantic 
swim  often  enough  to  suggest  that 
talent  does  go  by  families;  and  in 
many  numbers  we  are  refreshed  by 
Mrs.  Allinson's  charming  essays. 
Since  resigning  the  deanship  of  the 
Women's  College  she  has  had  more 
time  for  literary  work  of  this  char- 
acter. 


A  FRIEND  whom  we  prefer  to  robe 
^^^  in  the  mantle  of  anonymity  by 
describing  him  as  a  well-wisher  of 
Brown  has  lately  suggested  to  us  that 
the  question  of  fraternities  and  schol- 
arship is  one  that  deserves  more  at- 
tention than  it  ordinarily  receives. 
He  points  out  that  at  Brown  they  "do 
not  uplift  the  level  of  scholarship  or 
intellectual     endeavor,"     though     he 


goes  on  to  say  that  "they  have  dis- 
tinctly uplifted  the  level  of  manners 
and  good  breeding."  His  conclusion 
is  summed  up  in  these  words :  "They 
are  a  refining  influence  in  our  college 
life — but  they  are  in  no  sense  an  in- 
tellectual force." 

The  response  to  this  might  easily 
be  that  if  they  do  as  much  as  this  ob- 
server says,  they  are  worth  while. 
Personally  we  hate  to  think  of  what 
Brown  University  would  be  without 
its  fraternities.  It  is  true  that  they 
have  their  limitations,  that  they  help 
to  disintegrate  the  life  of  the  college, 
that  they  have  not  had  a  marked  ef- 
fect in  intensifying  the  intellectual 
activities  of  the  campus,  but  if  they 
have  accomplished  much  as  a  refining 
and  cultural  force,  we  ought  to  be 
grateful  to  them. 

To  our  (editorial)  way  of  thinking, 
one  of  the  most  serious  questions  to 
be  solved  in  connection  with  the  fra- 
ternities is  the  extent  to  which  the 
university  has  supervision  over  the 
chapter  houses.  Away  from  the  cam- 
pus as  they  are,  are  they  private  resi- 
dences, and  thus  beyond  all  college 
regulation  ?  That  seems  a  dangerous 
doctrine  to  subscribe  to.  There  will 
probably  be  a  pretty  general  alumni 
agreement  that  in  such  matters  as 
dances,  for  instance,  it  is  not  only  de- 
sirable but  necessary  that  the  univer- 
sity should  maintain  a  policy  of  close 
interest  and  control.  So  long  as  a 
fraternity  proclaims  its  intimate  af- 
filiation with  the  university,  it  must 
surrender  to  some  extent  the  inde- 
pendence that  institutions  wholly  out- 
side the  circle  of  Brown  life  are  per- 
mitted to  enjoy. 

Moreover,  it  seems  to  us  that  any 
fraternity  is  recreant  to  its  obliga- 
tions that  does  not  keep  watch  on  its 
members  and  encourage  them,  espe- 
cially the  younger  men,  to  intellectual 
endeavor.  After  all,  students  do  or 
should  go  to  college  to  study,  and  the 
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influence  of  the  fraternities  without 
exception  should  be  in  the  direction 
of  emphasizing  this  fact.  It  would 
be  very  gratifying  if,  when  the  next 
publication  of  scholarship  statistics 
is  made,  it  should  turn  out  that  the 


Greek-letter  societies  had  stressed 
the  intellectual  life  a  little  more  and 
that  the  comradeship  of  the  chapter 
houses  had  resulted  in  classroom  per- 
centages equal  to  those  credited  to  the 
non-society  men. 


IN  PRAISE  OF  EXAMINATIONS 


A  T  the  opening  of  the  second  uni- 
'^^  versity  semester,  Feb.  8,  Dean 
Randall,  addressing  the  undergradu- 
ate body  in  chapel,  said  in  part: 

The  scholastic  race  for  the  aca- 
demic year  1921-22  is  half  over.  We 
start  out  upon  the  last  lap  this  morn- 
ing. It  is  true  that  a  number  of  those 
who  qualified  for  the  contest  last  Sep- 
tember are  out  of  the  running,  but 
that  number  is  far  less  than  we  had 
feared.  Those  of  us  who  are  here 
this  morning  have  run  the  race  so  far 
successfully.  We  have  met  our  ob- 
stacles and  our  discouragements,  we 
have  stood  the  severe  tests  of  the  past 
few  weeks  and  have  demonstrated 
that  we  are  fit  for  the  race  before  us. 

We  regret  exceedingly  that  any  of 
those  who  started  off  with  us  last 
September  should  be  obliged  to  drop 
out,  but  no  institution  of  high  stand- 
ing can  hope  that  every  man  enrolled 
will  meet  in  full  all  that  is  required 
of  him. 

The  report  which  was  circulated 
some  time  ago  that  Brown  would  use 
the  final  examinations  of  the  first 
semester  as  an  arbitrary  means  of 
reducing  her  large  enrollment  is  ab- 
solutely false.  There  has  been  no  in- 
tention and  there  is  no  intention  on 
the  part  of  Brown  University  of 
crowding  out  any  man  who  has 
proved  himself  worthy  of  our  consid- 
eration. The  only  men  who  have 
been  asked  to  withdraw  are  those 
who,  for  lack  of  preparation  or  lack 
of  attention  to  their  work,  have  dem- 
onstrated that  they  are  not  worthy 


of  the  opportunities  which  Brown  has 
to  offer. 

Our  numbers  have  been  reinforced 
by  a  goodly  number  of  worthy  men 
who  have  come  to  us  at  midyears  with 
highly  satisfactory  credentials  from 
preparatory  schools  and  other  col- 
leges. These  men  are  most  welcome. 
Let  us  make  them  feel  at  home. 

The  semester  examinations  through 
which  we  have  just  passed  have  been 
the  means  through  which  we  have  de- 
termined the  present  standing  of  our 
men  and  have  been  able  to  pick  out 
those  who  are  fit  to  continue  in  the 
race. 

Those  tests  have  been  very  severe, 
and  it  is  because  they  are  severe  that 
the  standards  of  Brown  University 
are  placed  so  high  in  the  college 
world.  They  are  very  much  more  se- 
vere than  they  were  25  years  ago,  and 
we  would  like  very  much  indeed  to 
have  some  of  our  recent  critics  who 
are  grieving  over  undergraduates' 
shortcomings,  try  some  of  these  ex- 
aminations for  themselves,  and  see 
how  far  they  would  get. 

Few  of  us  who  succeeded  in  satis- 
fying the  demands  of  the  college  25 
years  ago  would  make  much  headway 
in  meeting  the  entrance  requirements 
to-day,  to  say  nothing  about  the  re- 
quirements in  college. 

The  majority  of  undergraduates 
look  with  great  disfavor  upon  the 
semester  examinations  and  are  in- 
clined to  regard  them  as  unessential 
in  our  academic  exercises,  whereas 
probably  there  is  no  feature  of  our 
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system  of  education  which  offers  a 
better  type  of  training  to  students 
than  the  final  examinations.  The  ob- 
ject of  the  college  course  is  to  prepare 
men  for  usefulness  in  the  various  ac- 
tivities of  life.  A  man  of  any  great 
importance  in  any  of  the  world  ac- 
tivities is  under  examination  all  the 
time,  and  if  he  is  a  man  worthy  of  the 
confidence  of  his  fellows  he  should 
not  be  afraid  of  any  test  which  they 
might  be  inclined  to  impose  upon  him. 
It  is  the  same  with  students.  If 
they  have  done  their  work  conscien- 
tionsly  they  should  look  forward  with 
pleasure  to  those  tests  which  shall 
reveal  what  they  have  really  accom- 
plished. 

The  various  exercises  which  have 
been  given  throughout  the  semester 
in  the  various  departments  have 
given  the  student  an  opportunity  to 
show  his  ability  by  repeated  efforts 


extended  over  a  long  period  of  time. 
If  he  made  a  poor  showing  at  one  pe- 
riod, he  had  an  opportunity  to  remedy 
it  at  a  number  of  later  periods.  When 
a  man  is  compelled  to  reveal  through 
a  two  or  three-hour  examination 
what  he  has  accomplished  in  a  de- 
partment as  a  result  of  a  half-year's 
study,  he  is  forced  to  put  into  play 
the  best  that  he  has  and  to  produce 
the  best  results  in  a  limited  amount 
of  time.  This  is  one  of  the  most  val- 
uable exercises  that  we  can  give  to 
the  student  because  it  is  this  sort  of 
experience  through  which  the  great 
men  of  the  world  who  are  doing  our 
great  tasks  are  forced  to  pass.  No 
man  can  be  trusted  with  the  great  re- 
sponsibilities of  this  life  unless  he 
has  been  trained  in  some  way  to  sum- 
mon his  best  powers  at  critical  times, 
oftentimes  with  short  warning,  and 
to  utilize  them  to  the  best  advantage. 


WHAT    LYNN    HAS    DONE 


An  article  which  shows  how  one  group  of  active  Brown  alumni  is  interesting 
itself  in  the  problems  which  confront  the  schoolboy  in  his  choice  of  a  college  and  in 
his  decision  to  seek  a  higher  education.     This  report  was  prepared

n^HE  other  day  while  in  the  office 
^  of  the  Associated  Alumni  at 
Providence,  the  writer  took  occasion 
to  examine  the  lists  of  young  men 
who  have  been  enrolled  at  Brown 
from  Lynn  during  the  last  seven 
years.  His  purpose  was  to  get  a 
good  estimate  of  the  results  of  or- 
ganized effort  on  the  part  of  a  few 
men  who  are  known  as  the  Brown 
Club  of  Lynn. 

Previous  to  the  year  1914,  the 
Lynn  schools  sent  very  few  men  to 
Providence.  Those  who  did  go  went 
because  they  were  urged  to  do  so  by 


their  fathers  or  brothers ;  because 
they  were  attracted  by  the  success  of 
athletes  on  the  Brown  teams  and 
wished  to  emulate  them;  or  because 
some  Brown  alumnus  had  casually 
mentioned  to  them  the  fact  that,  on 
account  of  its  size,  Brown  University 
gave  every  man  an  opportunity  to 
shine  in  his  own  particular  field  of 
endeavor. 

No  attempt  was  made  to  list  the 
names  of  men  who  entered  before 
1914,  because  the  names  were  scat- 
tered through  classes  of  a  hundred 
years.     It  is  safe  to  say,  however. 
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that  the  average  for  those  years 
would  be  less  than  one  a  year.  But 
in  1914  all  this  was  changed  because 
that  fall  fifteen  Brown  men  met  and 
formed  a  club.  Their  meetings  were 
held  monthly  at  the  homes  of  the  va- 
rious members.  Among  other  things 
on  their  program,  it  was  planned  to 
start  a  campaign  for  the  purpose  of 
interesting  boys  in  Brown.  The 
scheme  was  very  simple.  They  ad- 
dressed a  letter  to  the  principals  of 
the  local  high  schools  in  which  they 
asked  for  a  list  of  the  seniors  who 
intended  to  enter  college  the  follow- 
ing fall.  Then  they  prepared  a  ques- 
tionnaire somewhat  as  follows  and 
sent  it  to  each  of  the  students  on  the 
list: 

I  am preparing  to  enter  some  college, 

university,  or  technical  school  next  fall. 

I  should  like  to  know  more  about  Brown 
University. 

If  all  goes  well,  I  shall — be  certified^ 
take    College    Board   examinations.      My 

principal  says  I  may  count  on credits 

or  units.     (Give  number.) 

My  ranking  in  my  class  is  in  the  first — 
second — third — fourth  quarter. 

At  present  I  am  interested  in  Science,  Lit- 
erature, Business,  History,  Law,  Medi- 
cine.    (Underline) 

My  age  is Height Weight 

My  athletic  activities  are 

My  non-athletic  activities  are 

Preparatory    School Class 

I  refer  you  to  Mr Address 

as  to  my  character  and  reputation. 

It  is  very  interesting  to  note  that 
during  the  last  seven  years  fully  90 
per  cent  of  the  high  school  boys  filled 
out  these  questionnaires  and  imme- 
diately became  very  much  interested 
in  the  question  of  college  education. 
They  at  once  started  an  active  cor- 
respondence seeking  further  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  Brown;  they  per- 
sonally interviewed  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  having  charge  of  this 
matter;  they  even  brought  their 
fathers  and  mothers  in  to  discuss  the 


situation.  The  delightful  part  of  it 
was  that  the  parents  seemed  very  ap- 
preciative of  the  interest  which  the 
alumni  were  taking  in  their  sons. 

The  replies  to  the  questionnaires 
were  classified  and  catalogs  or  bul- 
letins were  sent  to  those  who  request- 
ed them.  Finally  about  March  of 
each  year  an  annual  Brown  Night 
was  held.  In  addition  to  the  local 
alumni,  there  were  present  all  of  the 
likely  prospects  from  the  local  high 
schools  and  about  twenty  or  thirty 
undergraduates  from  the  college. 
This  annual  meeting  was  very  in- 
formal and  it  always  had  nearly  100 
per  cent,  acceptances  from  the  sub- 
Freshmen.  The  usual  program  has 
been  somewhat  as  follows:  During 
the  first  half  hour,  each  Brown  man 
present  was  given  the  names  of  sev- 
eral of  the  sub-Freshmen,  and  he 
thereupon  appointed  himself  a  com- 
mittee to  stay  with  that  particular 
group  during  the  evening.  As  soon 
as  the  meeting  opened  you  would  see 
the  young  men  begin  to  group  them- 
selves around  each  of  the  older  men 
and  hear  them  beginning  to  fire  ques- 
tions right  and  left  regarding  en- 
trance requirements,  tuition,  living 
expenses,  rooms,  etc.  Then  some  one 
of  the  undergraduates  with  the  aid 
of  a  stereopticon  and  a  set  of  slides 
belonging  to  the  college,  which  is  al- 
ways available,  would  deliver  a  very 
interesting  talk  on  life  at  Brown. 
Whenever  a  picture  of  some  famous 
athlete  was  thrown  on  the  screen,  im- 
mediately there  was  generous  ap- 
plause which  showed  how  familiar 
the  high  school  boys  are  with  the 
heroes  of  the  football  and  baseball 
teams.  On  one  occasion  when  Tom 
Appleget  was  holding  forth  on  the 
lecture  platform  delivering  a  delight- 
ful eulogy  on  President  Faunce,  a 
curious  thing  happened.  The  room 
was  dark  so  that  one  could  not  see 
his  nearest  neighbor.  Quietly  and 
unannounced  President  Faunce  him- 
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self  came  into  the  hall  and  sat  with 
rapt  attention  listening-  to  the  very 
interesting  things  which  Tom  was 
saying  about  him,  wholly  unconscious 
of  his  presence  there. 

The  other  numbers  on  the  program 
have  usually  consisted  of  a  boxing 
match,  a  wrestling  match  and  feats 
of  legerdemain  by  the  underclassmen 
and  finally  one  or  two  numbers  by 
the  University  Orchestra  or  the 
Quartette.  Then  to  cap  the  climax, 
refreshments  were  served.  The  gath- 
erings always  broke  up  amid  cheers, 
the  high  school  boys  trying  to  outdo 
the  college  men  both  in  noise  and  in 
enthusiasm. 

The  results  of  the  writer's  visit  to 
the  office  of  the  Alumni  Association 
showed  that  forty-two  Lynn  boys  had 
entered  Brown  during  the  last  seven 
years.  In  the  year  1916  ten  men  en- 
rolled. It  was  the  first  year  for 
thirty  years  that  the  Lynn  High 
School  did  not  send  a  man  to  Har- 
vard. The  shock  was  so  great  to  the 
local  Harvard  alumni  that  they  sent 
a  committee  over  to  interview  the 
Brown  committee  to  see  how  it  hap- 
pened. 

The  purpose  of  this  article,  how- 
ever, is  not  to  boast  of  the  achieve- 
ments of  the  Lynn  Club  along  the  line 


of  sub-Freshmen  activities  although 
every  member  is  proud  of  the  record. 
Neither  is  it  entirely  to  arouse  in  the 
minds  of  other  Brown  alumni 
throughout  the  country  the  need  of 
some  sub-Freshmen  activities  on 
their  part,  although  such  need  is 
great.  It  is  to  remind  them  that  as 
an  avocation  there  is  no  pursuit  more 
interesting,  more  satisfying,  more  de- 
lightful than  that  of  going  about  the 
country  speaking  at  preparatory 
schools,  interviewing  prospects  and 
arousing  in  them  a  desire  for  higher 
education  and  for  greater  achieve- 
ment. How  many  alumni  who  read 
this  article  have  had  the  privilege  of 
receiving  the  thanks  and  sincere  ap- 
preciation of  mothers  and  fathers 
who  had  given  up  all  hopes  of  having 
their  sons  go  to  college?  How  many 
have  had  the  satisfaction  of  knowing 
that  you  were  largely  responsible  for 
a  certain  boy's  interest  in  Brown  or 
in  college  education  itself?  If  you 
have  had  that  privilege  and  have 
watched  these  boys  graduate  and  go 
out  into  the  world  to  occupy  positions 
of  trust  and  responsibility,  you  will 
then  fully  appreciate  the  joys  of  that 
Rotarian  slogan  "He  profits  most  who 
serves  best."

The  dinner  was  attended  by  300  Brown 
men.  The  speakers  were  Admiral  W.  S. 
Sims,  who  urged  the  importance  of  air- 
planes and  submarines;  H.  A.  Dyer  '94, 
who  presented  to  Coach  Robinson,  in  be- 
half of  friends,  a  traveling  bag  and  purse 
of  gold;  "Robbie"  himself,  who  feelingly 
responded;  and  Dr.  Faunce.  The  latter 
said,  among  other  things: 

"The  state  universities  cannot  refuse  any 
graduates  of  good  high  schools,  however 
dull  they  may  be.  The  endowed  institutions 
are  under  solemn  obligation  to  give  their 
main  attention  to  the  minds  that  are  really 
educatable,  to  students  of  purpose  and  am- 
bition, and  to  eliminate  the  mentally  soft 
and  the  morally  invertebrate.  Such  a  pol- 
icy is  not  exclusive  or  snobbish;  it  is  simply 
a  detennination  not  to  devote  our  resources 
to  coaxing  and  coddling  those  who  resist 
education,  but  to  encouraging  and  inspiring 
those  who  really  want  it. 

"We  would  not  shut  out  any  woi-thwhile 
student.  We  would  not  put  up  the  bars 
against    ambition.      But    we    cannot    steer 


without  a  chart  and  a  port  at  whch  we 
hope  to  arrive.  The  best  friends  of  Brown 
feel  that  for  the  next  ten  years  we  should 
plan  for  about  1200  undergraduate  men, 
letting  our  women's  college  and  our  grad- 
uate department  grow  as  they  will."

Edward  Hutchins  Cutler,  who  died  at  his 
home  in  Newton,  Mass.,  on  Nov.  18,  1921, 
was  bora  at  Killingly,  Conn.,  Sept.  29,  1836. 
He  came  to  Brown  from  the  Providence 
High  School,  taking  the  first  prize  in  Greek 
in  his  entrance  examinations  While  in 
college  he  took  three  firsts  in  mathematics, 
a  first  and  a  second  in  Latin  and  a  first  and 
a  second  in  Greek.     He  was  valedictorian 


of  his  class.  In  1858  he  became  assistant 
librarian  at  Brown,  and  in  1860  an  instruct- 
or in  mathematics.  In  1861  he  went  to 
Bridgewater,  Mass.,  as  head  of  the  Bridge- 
water  Academy  and  on  Aug.  15,  1866,  was 
man-ied  there  to  Miss  Alice  Wadsworth 
Alden.  In  1865  he  became  an  instructor  at 
the  Providence  High  School  and  later  its 
principal.  He  became  principal  of  the  New- 
ton High  School  in  1880  and  in  1887  he  es- 
tablished a  preparatoiy  school  at  Newton, 
which  he  conducted  until  about  10  or  12 
years  ago.  Since  1881  he  had  lived  in  New- 
ton. At  the  time  of  their  golden  wedding 
in  1916  six  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cutler's  seven 
children  were  living.  One  of  these,  Henry 
Cutler,  died  in  1918  and  Mrs.  Cutler  passed 
away  in  1920.  Mr.  Cutler  was  a  member  of 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  Zeta  Psi,  a  charter 
member  of  the  New  England  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Preparatory  Schools, 
clerk  and  senior  warden  of  Grace  Church, 
NevHon,  and  president  and  secretary  of  the 
Tuesday  club.  The  five  children  who  sur- 
vive him  are  John,  Mary  and  Edith  Cutler 
and  Mrs.  Welles  E.  Holmes  (Emily)  of 
Newton,  and  Alden  Cutler  of  Rockville, 
Conn.

This  answer,  giving  a  cor- 
rect, concise  and  comprehensive  statement  of  the  position  occupied 
by  John  Hancock  in  American  history,  is  printed  below  in  full. 


fVho  Was  John  Hancock?' 


JOHN  HANCOCK  was  an  American 
statesman  and  patriot.  His  signature 
is  found  on  the  oldest  and  most  im- 
portant documents  of  Massachusetts, 
and  of  the  United  States.  He  was  the 
first  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence and  was  the  first  Governor 
of  Massachusetts. 

John  Hancock  was  born  at  Quincy, 
Massachusetts,  in  1737.  He  graduated 
from  Harvard  College,  and  entering 
upon  his  uncle's  business  became  a  suc- 
cessful merchant  in  Boston.  He  gained 
much  in  social  power  and  in  wealth, 
being  meanwhile  justly  popular  for  his 
integrity  and  ability. 

He  was  in  1765-1770  a  selectman  of 
Boston  and  a  member  of  the  general 
court.  With  Samuel  Adams  he  led  the 
Massachusetts  Whigs,  and  only  escaped 
capture  at  Lexington  and  Concord  by 
virtue  of  the  valiant  fight  by  the  Minute 
Men  on  the  "Nineteenth  of  April  in  75." 

John  Hancock  was  subsequently 
known  in  various  positions:  as  President 
of  the  Continental  Congress,  as  Major- 


General  of  the  Massachusetts  military 
forces,  as  President  of  the  Constitution- 
al Convention.  He  died  at  Quincy, 
Massachusetts,  October  8,  1793. 

The  historical  position  of  John  Han- 
cock is  unique  in  State  and  Nation.  He 
wielded  great  political  influence  butwas 
always  liberal  and  public-spirited.  His 
name  is  most  prominent  as  a  Whig 
leader  during  the  American  Revolution 
in  such  events  as  the  Boston  Massacre, 
the  Boston  Tea  Party  and  the  battles 
of  Lexington  and  Concord. 

John  Hancock  signed  his  name  first 
to  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 
He  thus  risked  his  own  "life,  liberty, 
and  pursuit  of  happiness"  that  these 
privileges  might  be  obtained  for  others 
to  enjoy.  To  this  end  he  "pledged 
his  life,  his  fortune,  and  his  sacred 
honor." 

That  he  was  popular  and  efficient 
may  be  judged  from  the  fact  that  he 
was  for  ten  years  Governor  of  Massa- 
chusetts, being  elected  annually  to  this 
office  by  popular  vote.
